PC80-1-D,  Detailed  Population  Characteristics,  consists  of  57  reports  aver- 
aging 900  pages.  The  reports  are  scheduled  by  Census  for  publication  from 
August  1983  through  December  1983.     The  correct  item  numbers  are  159-C-01 
through  159-C-53. 

HC  80-2,  Metropolitan  Housing  Characteristics,  consists  of  380  reports.  The 
reports  are  scheduled  by  Census  for  publication  from  June  1983  through  Dec- 
ember 1983.     "The  correct  item  numbers  are  156-B-01  through  156-B-53. 

Census  has  decided  to  produce  the  two  series  above  in  paper  instead  of  mic- 
rofiche.    The  series  were  originally  surveyed  2  years  ago  with  several  for- 
mat changes  occurring  since  that  time.     GPO  will  distribute  both  reports  in 
paper  only.     The  List  of  Classes  now  shows  the  incorrect  MF  format;  this  will 
be  changed  shortly. 

Due  to  the  paper  distribution,  some  libraries  may  not  want  to  receive  all  of 
the  documents  due  to  a  storage  problem.     If  this  is  the  case  at  your  library, 
please  review  carefully  your  selections  for  item  numbers  159-C-(nos.)  and 
156-B-(nos.)  to  insure  that  the  selections  are  the  way  you  want  them  on  the 
selection  update  printout  to  be  mailed  shortly. 

The  changes  will  not  take  effect  for  all  of  the  reports  since  some  issues 
will  be  published  before  the  printout  is  completed;  however,  the  review 
should  help  for  most  of  the  issues.

Census  plans  to  begin  issuing  the  1982  Census  of  Agriculture  preliminary  re- 
ports in  July.     There  are  3200  county  reports  which  will  be  shrink-wrapped 
by  state  with  the  state  report  on  top.     In  addition,  the  state  reports  will 
be  issued  together  with  the  U.S.  summary.     GPO  will  sell  the  publications  in 
this  format  and  plans  to  distribute  them  in  the  same  manner.     It  is  current- 
ly anticipated  that  the  final  state  report  will  be  issued  6  weeks  after  the 
issuance  of  the  preliminary  reports.     The  SuDocs  class  and  item  for  these 
reports  is  C  3.31/7:,  Item  152-B-1-53. 

The  Economic  Census  publications  are  scheduled  to  begin  in  August  with  the 
preliminary  reports  series.     One  major  change  has  been  made.     The  Advance 
Geographic  Area  Series  for  the  Censuses  of  Retail  Trade,  Wholesale  Trade, 
and  Service  Industries  will  not  be  issued.     (Final  geographic  area  reports 
will  be  issued,  however).     Instead,  Census  will  issue  preliminary  industry 
reports  by  subject.     Therefore,  two  new  classes  have  been  assigned  to  link 
these  series  to  the  existing  Subject  Reports  classes,  and  all  publications 
will  be  added  to  the  existing  item  number  for  the  Subject  Reports.  Follow- 
ing is  a  breakdown  of  the  changes  affecting  these  Censuses.

In  September  1983,  GPO  will  send  out  the  1983  Biennial  Survey  questionnaire. 
The  purpose  of  the  Biennial  Report  is  to  fulfill  the  reauirements  of  44  USC 
Section  1909;  "The  designated  depository  libraries  will  report  to  the  Super- 
intendent of  Documents  at  least  every  2  years  concerning  their  condition." 
The  results  of  the  Biennial  Report  have  a  twofold  purpose;  to  provide  GPO 
with  a  picture  of  conditions  in  depositories  and  to  provide  depositories 
with  meaningful  statistics  which  will  enable  them  to  draw  conclusions  about 
services  in  their  libraries. 

The  1933  Biennial  Survey  will  contai a  a  section  of  statistics  which  will 
repeat  on  later  surveys  so  that  GPO  and  depository  libraries  will  have  a 
sense  of  change  over  time. 


It  will  be  necessary  to  collect  seme  information  prior  to  receiving  the 
survey  in  September.     Please  follow  the  instructions  for  collecting  data. 
The  results  will  only  be  valid  if  everyone  uses  the  same  sampling  schedule 
for  collecting  data.
